Of Phenas Livinuk 


INQUEST IS HELD 
HERE SATURDAY 


ELLWOOD CITY, Dec. 30.—A cor- 
oner's jury ab,solved Ralph J. Herge 
oi this city of blame in the death 
of Phena.s Livinuk in an automobile 
accident Decemljer 21. 
The man 
died from the injuries, Dec. 24 at 
the EJllwfXKi City hospital about 8.30 
p. m. The verdict of the jury read, 
•'It is the opinion of the jury that 
Mr. Herge should be exonerated.” 
The inquest into the death was 
conducted by County Coroner Orville 
potter Saturday aftornoon at the 
office of Justice of the Peace J. E. 
ViuiGorder. The coroner s jury was 
eomiiosed of Thomas H. Patterson, 
Samuel 
L. Luman, Lc'wis Young, 
Jam es E. Smith, Charles Baird, and 
G. W. F'islier, 
The testimony during the day re­ 
vealed th a t no one had actually wit­ 
nessed the accident with the ex­ 
ception of the occupants of the 
Herge car. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ralph J. 
Herge told of driving a friend of 
theirs to hLs home in Wurtemburg. 
On tlieir return trip they had pick­ 
ed np young George Smith. 
Tlie 
testimony of the three was similar. 
The lad .stated th at the car wa.s go­ 
ing about 20 miles an hour when it 
had reached the intersection of First 
Ktreet 
and 
Fountain avenue, the 
scene of the accident. 
He was not 
aware of tlie accident until after 
the impact. Tliere was snow on the 
highway at the time and it was 
slippery. The boy told of seeing the 
man near the curb in an unconscious 
atate. 
Leo 
Pox of W urtemburg stated 
th a t he was across the street in a 
store from the accident scene with 
three other fellows when they were 
attracted to the 
.scene. 
Howard 
Feree was in a service station on 
the other side of the street and was 
also attracted. 
Charles Denko of 
First street was v.'alking up Fountain 
avenue near tfie accident scene when 
it occurred. A parked car obstruct­ 
ed his vision and he also was aware 
of the accident after the crash. All 
told of seeing the man and several 
fcK'cr bottles. 
It was told how the 
m an was first placed in the Herge 
car and then removed because the 
car refused to run. 
Fox with the 
•Id of Denko had rushed the in­ 
jured m an to the hospital in the 
form er’s car which was parked near 
the scene. The Herge car after the 
im pact w-as on the north half of 
Fountain avenue facing west and 
turned .slightly side-ways. 
Mr. and Mrs. Herge told of driving 
slowly from W urtemburg due to the 
slippery condition of the highways, 
'rhe first thing they knew of an im­ 
pending accident was when the man 
suddenly 
stopped 
from 
the curb 
about 20 feet away and ran directly 
into the path of their car. The boy 
they had picked up was in the back 
.seat at the time. Mr. Herge applied 
his brakes but the car skidded into 
the man. 
A nother car with bright 
lights and going in the opposite 
direction had somewhat hampered 
Mr. Herge’s vi.sion at the time. They 
told of immediately stopping the car 
to render assi.stance and how’ it later 
refused to function. 
This was ex­ 
plained by the damaged radiator 
caused by the impact.

freeze which leaked out had gotten 
parts of the motor Wvit.

notified local police and summoned
